Asking Too Much 


HE casual reador may be 

justifiably bowildered — at 
the contradictory attitudes 
prevailing in British in- 
dustry on the subject - of 
trade. Ho may have read 
only recently of the protests 
by the bicycle exporters {at 
the Increase in US tariffs) 
und by an electrical on- 
gineering. company which 
was deprived of # lucrative 
contract in America by diss) 
eriminatory legislation. 

From the British point of 
view these protests can be 
justified on many grounds, 
‘American markety are 
engerly sought, hard fought 
and, to the Home market, 
dearly bought. Dollars are 
a more than an intrinsically 
valuable commodity to a 
country which has Inboured 
hard and not very succesd- 
fully to build up its gold 
reserves in the postwar 
year; but more particular. 
ly beenuse of the principle 

. discrimination establishes or 
confirms, than for the 
netual effect it has. 

British bicycles will still be 
nent to America despite the 
new tariff schedules and the 
Joss of the American’ con- 
tract (for generating equip- 
ment for the Chief Jodeph 
dam) docs not materially 
affect the ‘earning capacities 
of the electrical company, In 
fact it has possibly profited 
‘from the’ free — publicity 
which the controversy pro- 
duced, 

By while one section of 

Hritish industry loudly 
proteats against discrimina- 
tion, another séction—Lan- 
cashire — becomes its 
vociferous advocate, Hong- 
kong may well ask: is 
Lancashire's proposéd —_dia- 
crimination, against. cheap 
Hongkong and Indian . tex- 
tiles’ more defensible — thar 
America’s discrimination 
against British goods? 

In a word, No. Both amount 
to the sume thing. Both 
xeck to support — the 
dearer domestic product, to 
exclude the cheaper import. 
And both seck to shield the 
local industry. The British 
textile industry complains , 
that cheap imports con- 
stitute an exceptional prob- 
lem—that of “unfair com- 
petition"—and . that it is 
being slowly strangled. 

Tt wants to place Hongkong 
and Indian textiles in the 
same category as many 
prewar. Japanese exports. 
This is entirely unjustified. 
This Empire trade is per- 
fectly legitimate and there
